Police Chief Mitchell’s state- 
ment said that “After much con- 
sideration as to the outcome of the 
scheduled meeting at the Kiel 
Auditorium this evening I am def- 
finitely certain that serious trou- 
ble will result.

U.S. Secret Arms. 


WASHINGTON, May 28 (AP)— 
House Appropriations Committee 
members expressed opposition to- 
day to suggestions that the public 
be told more about major new 
secret weapons. 

Referring particularly to the re- 
ported development of biological 
or germ warfare and “atomic poi- 


son gas” weapons, these members 
disclosed at the same time that 
they are considering increasing 
Army funds for further scientific 
research. 

The suggestion that the public 
be given more information about 
the new weapons came from W. 
A. Higinbotham, chairman of the 
Federation of Atomic Scientists; 
in a speech here last night. 
Higinbotham asserted there are 
“at least two major secret weap- 
ons in existence . . . potentially 
as dangerous to mankind” as the 
atomic bomb and that scientists 
believe “the public has a right” to 
know more about them. 

He named “biological warfare” 


and “fission-product warfare, 
sometimes referred to as ‘atomic 
poison gas.’” 

Higinbotham gave no details but 
declared that Congress should ask 
the War Department to release 
the full story in the interest of 
peace, 

“There is a passive defense for 
the atomic bomb,” he said. “Cit- 
jes and industry might be dis- 
persed at a cost of 300 billion dol- 
lars. 

“But bacteriological warfare 
could be used to cut off the food 
supply, radioactive materials 
could be used to trap people in 
bomb shelters and caves. 

“Scientists say the public has a 
right to know more about these 
weapons because they are not 
mere inventions, they are actually 
a threat to the whole world—a 
revolution in human knowledge.” 

The federation is composed of 
scientists who worked on the 
atomic bomb. Since December it 
has been taking into membership 
scientists who worked on radar,

Bakers previously had been 
given Government permission to 
make such a reduction in size of 
loaves and rolls without reducing 
prices, but few had done so bé- 


for bakers who, because of equip- 
ment difficulties, cannot reason- 
ably comply with the order.

Reason Is Artist Was Asked by 
Darwin to Observe Blushing 
of Nude Models.

Charles Darwin asked Thomas 
Woolner to persuade “some trust- 
worthy young man to observe 
young and inexperienced girls who 
serve as models and who at first 
blush much, to determine how low 
down the body the blush extends.” 

Darwin said he had the word of 
French artists that some models 
“blush' all over” but wrote that he 
wanted the opinion of “cautious 
and careful English artists.” The

DROP OF NEW GAS 
GOULD ENDANGER 
‘ALLINBIGPLANT 


Killing Radius of - Six- 
Tenths of Mile by 
Radioactive Rays of 
Atomic Substance.

NEW YORK, May 28 (AP)— 
One small drop of atomic poison 
gas, in liquid form, can endanger 
every person in a great industrial 
plant, or its equivalent, 

A concentration of this so-called 
gas could kill every person within 
about .siz-tenths of a mile of a 


lcentral point, ; 


In either case the killing would 
be done, not by the chemical re- 
actions of true poison gases, but 
the radioactive rays from 
atomic fission products, 

These are the basic facts behind 
the report in Washington by W. A. 
Higinbotham, chairman. of the 
Federation of Atomic Scientists, 
that along with germ warfare, 
there is another new method of 
war potentially as dangerous as 


The department said interrup-| atomic bombs. 


No Important Secrets. 

There are no important secrets 
about the atomic poison gas. The 
information has been reported in 
scattered fragments, all officially 
authorized, but spread over s0 
long a period that the subject still 
sounds mysterious. 

The official Smyth report, issued 
by the Manhattan Engineer Dis- 


-trict, told briefly of the poison gas 


possibilities, and said that Ameri- 
can scientists had investigated 
them because of fear that the 
Germans might use this atomic 
poison, . 

The Smyth report said the gas 
is composed of fragments of split 
atoms which are temporarily ra- 
dioactive, giving off rays like ra- 
dium, and some that radium does 
not emit. The gas includes some 
other atoms made temporarily ra- 
dioactive. 

The Smyth report said there 
were about 30 of these fission 
atoms. Since then Otto Hahn, the 
German who made the atomic dis- 
covery that led to the bomb, has 
reported identifying 100 of the sec- 
ondary radioactive or poison 
atoms. 

The single drop hazard was re- 
ported by Dr. Robert S. Stone of 
the Manhattan District.

Mayor Suggests Alder- 
men Revise His Tax 
Plan Since This Would 
Cut - Budget Needs by 
$2,000,000.

A proposal that the city issue 
$4,000,000 in bohds to provide ‘cap- 
ital to finance the establishment 
of a municipal system for collec- 


tion of rubbish and ashes will be 
submitted to the voters at the pri- 
mary election Aug. 6. Mayor Aloys 
P. Kaufmann today directed City 
Counselor George L. Stemmler to 
prepare the necessary legislation 
for introduction in the Board of 
Aldermen. 

The Mayor’s announcement fol- 
lowed receipt of a report filed 
with him by a committee of city 
officials appointed to survey mu- 
nicipal collection of rubbish and 
ashes in other cities. The commit- 
tee recommended a $4,000,000 bond 
issue for the purchase of land and 
equipment and the construction of 
buildings—two 6500-ton incinera- 
tors and two large garages — 
needed in the program. 

At the same time, the Mayor 
announced that, inasmuch as the 
bond issue “will remove from the 
budget requirements the sum of 
$2,000,000 . .. previously estimated 
as immediately necessary” for the 
institution of such a collection 
system, he has recommended that 
the Board of. Aldermen revise the 
tax program submitted’ by him. 
He had proposed payment of the 
capital investment of the rubbish 
collection system from municipal 
revenue, 

$1,150,000 More Than Needed. 

Pointing out that tax measures 
now pending in the Board of Al- 
dermen would provide an estimat- 
ed additional annual revenue of 
$6,150,000, Mayor Kaufmann said, 
“This is approximately $1,150,000 
more than. our needs, if the bond 
issue is voted. 

“I therefore recommend that 
the Board of Aldermen carefully 
examine the pending legislation 
and other proposals submitted as 
tax measures to provide the city 
with its needed revenue in the 
sum of $5,200,000.” 

Revenue bills now pending in 
the board are the proposed city 
income tax. of one half of 1 per 
cent: on gross incomes of indi- 
viduals and net incomes of cor- 
porations, estimated annual reve- 
nue of which would be $5,000,000; 
a tax on trackage of railroads, 
$200,000; tax on the gross receipts 
of the city’s Water Division, $200,- 
000, and amusemént taxes, $750,- 


The clean-up committee in its 
report estimated that the total an- 
nual cost of maintaining the rub- 
bish collection system would be 
slightly more than $1,207,000. This 
expense, they recommended, should 
be paid from municipal revenue.

AILL LABOR BILLS 


Senator Murray’s Plan — 
Republicans Prepare 
Six Amendments to 
President’s Measure, 
One Against Draft. 


WASHINGTON, May 28 (AP)— 
Senator Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, proposed today that labor 
offer President Truman a_é six- 
month strike truce in return for 
a veto of the Case bill and with- 
drawal of work-or-be-drafted leg- 
islation. 

During the truce Congress could 
study the whole field of worker- 
management relations, said Mur- 
ray, who is chairman of the Sen- 
ate Labor Committee, He added 


that several Senators friendly to 
unions had discussed this pro- 
posal. 

His suggestion came before the 
Senate met an hour earlier than 
usual to continue debate on House- 
passed legislation authorizing. the 
Government to take over struck 
facilites, providing jail terms for 
leaders who decline to call off 
walkouts and making recalcitrant 
workmen subject to induction into 
the Army. he debate was put off 
until tomorrow, however, when the 
Senate recessed in respect to Sen- 
ator Glass of Virginia, who died 
garly today. ° 


Developments. 

As the possibility of a coal 
strike settlement threatened to 
cut further ground from under 
the draft section of the bill there 
were these other developments: 

1. Chairman Vandenberg of 
Michigan called Senate Republi- 
cans into conference in an ap- 
parent attempt to solidify oppo- 
sition to Truman’s request. Six 
amendments drafted by a spe- 
cial minority committee will be 
laid before the group. 

2. Democratic Leader Bark- 
ley told reporters he would 
hold the Senate in night ses- 
sions for the rest of the week 
in an attempt to pass the 
emergency labor bill and legis- 
lation extending the life of the 
Selective Service Act, which 
otherwise expires June 30, Bark- 
ley said he hoped to get a 
vote on the labor bill tomorrow. 

3. Democratic leaders appar- 
ently stalled efforts to force the 
revised Case bill before the 
House, with the intent of laying 
the emergency measure before 
Truman first. 

4. Labor leaders 
both measures. 

5. A coalition of Senate Re- 
publicans and Democratic tight- 
ened their lines in an effort to 
emasculate the Dill.

WASHINGTON, May 28 (AP)— 
The big unions, boiling with polit- 
ical wrath for President Truman, 
dropped some oblique hints today 
that they might switch to an- 
other standard bearer.

Wallace and Senator Claude Pep- 
per apparently headed the list of 
acceptables. 

Capitol Hill politicians agreed 
the Secretary of Commerce and 
the Florida Democrat were the 
likeliest beneficiaries in any such 
shift of allegiance, but the gen- 
eral opinion appeared to be that 
it is too early to tell whether the 
Administration’s handling of the 
strike emergency has ended the 
13-year-old labor-Democratic coa- 
lition, 

However, the way Republicans 
appeared to be seizing on the situ- 
ation provided Democrats food for 
thought. 

Congressmen noted that former 
Gov. Harold E. Stassen of Minne- 


sota and Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, were among the first to join 
with the unions in urging Con- 
gress to go slow in empowering 
the President to draft workers 
striking against the Government. 
Stassen, considered a contender 
for Republican .,presidential nomi- 
nation in 1948, called the proposal 
“totalitarian.”

Calléd the greatest mass mur- 
derer in history, Pohl was the 
chief administrator of all Nazi 
concentration camps. Officials 
said he might be formally accused 
of the murder of the 20,000,000 
persons estimated to have died in 
the camps. Nine nations are ready 
to prosecute him—the United 
States, Great Britain, France, 
Russia, Belgium, Holland, Den- 
mark, Norway and Polland. 

Pohl was arrested on a farm at 
the northwest corner of Hannover 
plain by a special British under- 
cover war crimes team. Employed 
as a farm laborer under the name 
of Ludwig Gniss, Pohl was clad 
in a shabby, greasy laborer’s suit 
and wore a great Bismarckian 
mustache to conceal his cruelly 
lined mouth. The British oper 
atives pretended they wanted him 
on a minor police court charge 
when they pounced on him as he 
dug in the garden of his laborer’s 
cottage. Then they asked him if 
his name was Pohl. He denied it 
at first. Suddenly he reached into 
a vest pocket. Officers grabbed 
him.

He asserted there 
had been “numerous cases of 
Catholic priests executed without 
any previous judgment, without 
even being questioned, and who 
have been buried without any 
casket and without any ceremony.” 

Concerning charges that his 
republican group is anti-Catholic 
and dominated by leftists, Giral 
paid his cabinet includes three 
Catholic party representatives, but 
‘only one Communist member. 

Mrs. Roosevelt Submits Report. 

Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, chair- 

man of the Commission on Human 
Rights, told the U.N. Economic 
and Socia] Council today that free- 
dom of information was “abso- 
jutely necessary.” 
- Presenting the report of her 
tcommission’s work, she _ said: 
“Only free information of what 
happens to people forms the true 
public opinion and only public 
opinion can enforce a bill of 
rights. No bill of rights is any 
good that can’t be enforced.” Her 
commission has proposed a world 
bill of rights. 

Mrs. Roosevelt said the Com- 
mission on Human Rights felt that 
freedom of information included 
all types of communications—in 
radio, books, movies, magazines 
and the press. 

The commission's report noted 
@hat Russia had dissented and 
mbstained from voting on seven 
occasions. One of the dissents was 
to the expression of hope by the 
eommission majority that a pro- 
posed 12-member subcommission 
on freedom of information and of 
the press “be selected and ap- 
pointed in the same way as is 
recommended for the full Com- 
mission on Human Rights.” This 
would be on the “expert” basis 
rather than on national or gov- 
ernmental lines. 

The report of the subcommittee 
on the status of women was given 
by Mrs. Bodil Begtrup of Den- 
mark, chairman. She proposed 
that a U.N. conference on the 
status of women be called and 
that governments not now grant- 
ing full suffrage to women do so. 


‘SPAIN ‘HAS RIGHT’ 
TO ATOM RESEARCH 


MADRID, May 28 (AP) — The 
Spanish Foreign Ministry asserted 
today that Spain had a “perfect 
right” to investigate atomic energy 
and “cannot recognize the compe- 
tence” of the United Nations in 
matters affecting Spain. It said 
the Spanish position was made 
clear in notes distributed to for- 
eign missions here May 23. 

The ministry issued a 700-word 
statement, which declared: “Al- 
though the Spanish Government, 
like all other countries, has a per- 
fect right to provide itself with 
adequate means for national de-

The amount 
to be paid for the eighth hour 
underground—presumably spent 
in travel and lunch—might be 
hiked to take the miner’s daily 
wage above the $10 he now re- 
ceives. The basic rate is $1 an 
hour at present, with $1.50 for 
the eighth hour, considered over- 
time, and another $1.50 for the 
ninth hour—the portal-to-portal 
allowance and 15-minute lunch 
period. 


4.The Federal Bureau. of 
Mines would set up minimum 
safety standards to become uni- 
form through industry practice, 

5. Lewis’s complaints about 
sanitation in company towns to 
be met by management pledges 
to conform with standards of 
the United States Public Health 
Service. 

6. The present $75 vacation 
allowance would be increased to 
$100, in lieu of time off. 


7. Solution of the foreman’s 
problem by following the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board 
decision on the type of super- 
visory workers eligible for 
union membership. 


A short-lived strike occurred 
last October over the foremen, 
Lewis in his original contract de- 
mands March 12 proposed only 
that this controversy be “ad- 
justed.”

West Virginia, the top coal pro- 
ducing state, had only 30 non-union 
and strip mines in operation yes- 
terday as most of its 104,000 UMW 
workers failed to show up at the 
Government-operated pits. 


In Pennsylvania only 5500 of 
100,000 miners were working. The 
United States Employment Service 
announced it was holding up dis- 
tribution of jobless compensation 
checks to some 60,000 miners pend- 
ing an indicated appeal by bi- 
tuminous operator.

RUSSIANS DECLINE 


TO JOIN IN LONDON 
VICTORY PARADE 


Soldiers From All Other Al- 
lied Nations to March 
on June 8. 


LONDON, May 28 (UP) — Na- 
tive warriors from throughout the 


British Empire and soldiers of 
every Allied nation except Russia 
thronged London today in prepara- 
tion for a 15-hour celebration June 
8 marking Britain’s victory in the 
war, 

Under Secretary Hector McNeil 
of the British Foreign Office con- 
firmed in the House of Commons 
that the Soviet Government has 
refused to enter Russian troops 
in the parade. 

The procession will include sol- 
diers from the United States, 
China, Europe, the Middle East 
and South America. The most col- 
orful will be British empire forces 
from every section of the globe. 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower has 
been invited but will be prevented 
from attending by “inescapable 
commitments” in the United States, 
the Home Offiee said. 

The celebration will include 
aerial and aquatic shows, . danc- 
ing and fireworks. It will be Lon- 
don’s first big public entertain- 
ment since King George VI’s coro- 
nation nine years ago.

Murray said, however, that one 
of his first acts when Congress re- 
convenes next January will be to 
introduce another MVA bill. He 
was not discouraged at the failure 
of the legislation to pass at this 
session. He pointed out that TVA 
proposals had been before Con- 
gress 10 years before TVA was 
established. 

Tells of Progress. 

“T think we have made a lot 
of progress,” he said. “The hear- 
ings we have had have aroused 
much interest in the proposal in 
the valley states and public opinion 
there, I am convinced, is in favor 
of a valley authority.” 

Much of the opposition he at- 
tributed to “vested interests” and 
newspapers which they were able 
to influence. Power companies, 
railroads, insurance companies and 
other large corporations, he 
thought, had built up the pressure 
against MVA. 

As the most important factor in 
failure of the. legislation to pass 
at this session, however, he listed 
the circymstance that it had been 
referred?to three committees for 
consideration, instead of the usual 
one. 

“If we had been able to go be- 
fore one committee and hold our 
hearings, we would have had a re- 
port and had some chance for ac- 
tion in the Senate,” he said. “As 
it was, we have had two sets of 
hearings, and have not been able

CHICAGO, May 28 (AP) — 
James C. Petrillo called a strike |

Petrillo, president of the AFL 
American Federation of Musicians 
as well as the Chicago Federation 
of Musicians, said he had called 
three studio librarians at Radio 
Station WAAF off their jobs be- 
cause the station had refused to 
employ three additional] librarians. 

The Lea bill, adopted by Con- 
gress in April and termed by 
some legislators the “anti-Petrillo 
bill,” provides for up to one 
year’s imprisonment and $1000 
fine for any union which compels 
or attempts to compel broadcast- 
ers to hire more employes than 
they want. 

“The union appreciates that its 
action is contrary to the restric- 
tions of the Lea bill,” Petrillo said 
in a statement distributed at a 
press conference. “However, as 
president of my union I am, upon 
the advice of able and experienced 
legal counsel and the statements 
of learned lawyers in both Houses 
of Congress, proceeding in the 
firm and sincere belief that the 
Lea bill is a violation of the fun- 
damental law of ‘the land, the 
Constitution of the United States.” 

Petrillo said the radio station 
had “arbitrarily refused” to nego- 
tiate an agreement, and that “the 
union was thereby compelled to 
withrraw services of musicians 
from this station.” 

Earlier, the radio station said 
it had made “repeated requests” 
to Petrillo for a meeting to dis- 
cuss his demands, and that Petril- 
lo “persistently refused all of the 
requests of WAAF to meet and ne- 
gotiate this matter.” 

Petrillo’s statement read in part: 

“The Lea bill was conceived 
in malice and anger, resulting 
from one of the most expensive 
and bitter anti-labor propaganda 
campaigns in the history of our 
country. ... My union and I are 
. . committed to the absolute pol- 
icy of utilizing all its energies and 
resources to resist this vicious law, 
unless and until we are told by 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States that the bill of rights and 
the abolition of slavery“do not ap- 
ply to American musicians, and 
that I do not believe the United 
States Supreme Court will ever 
do.”

the solution used at Hanford, 
Wash., in separating the fission 
fragments of uranium transmuta- 
tion into plutonium, the new syn- 
thetic bomb metal. 

The one-kilometer radius of 
death around a concentration of 
these materials was predicted by 
Dr. Leo Szilard, in a report to 
President Roosevelt. Szilard’s 
death rays were to be neutrons. 
These particles not only can kill a 
person, but they transmute the 
chemicals of the human body into 
temporaxy radioactive atoms that 
may cause death even if the orig- 
inal neutrons fail. 

The reason why the atomic sci- 
entists say this poison atomic gas 
is a potential hazard is the diffi- 
culty Of production and trans- 
portation. The so-called gas is 
emitted by the great structures 
called piles at Hanford. Transport- 
ing one pile to enemy territory 
would be as difficult as moving an 
Egyptian pyramid. 

There are other difficulties, but 
many of these are likely to be 
solved automatically in the peace- 
time biological experiments soon 
to start with these radioactive 
materials,

CAPT, J. ROY PARKER DIES, 
TUGBOAT CAPTAIN 50 YEARS 


Capt. J. Roy Parker, one of the 
last of the old Mississippi river 
pilots, died today at Marine Hos- 
pital in Kirkwood after a linger- 
ing illness.

Glass, while unable to attend 
Senate sessions, made his influ- 
ence felt by exercising proxy votes 
in committees through his secre- 
tary, Rixey Smith. He had de- 
clined to see strangers in the 
last few years, although occasion- 
ally receiving intimate friends on 
special occasions like his birthday. 

In Washington Since 1901. 

He served in Washington from 

Dec. 2, 1901, until his death. He 
first was elected Representative 
from Virginia and, with the ex- 
ception of two years when he was 
Secretary of the Treasury in the 
Wilson Administration, remained 
in the House until 1920, when he 
was elected to the Senate. He was 
re-elected every time his Senate 
seat was at stake. His current 
term would have ended in 1949. 
. Six years ago, Glass surprised 
the capital and most of his col- 
leagues by taking his second wife, 
Mrs. Mary Scott Meade of Am- 
herst, Va., a widow of some 20 
years his junior. She shared Sen- 
ator Glass’s seclusion in the last 
years of his life and was at the 
bedside at his death. 

Glass’s life spanned four wars. 
He was a newspaper man-turned- 
statesman, who devoted more than 
half of his life to public service. 
He made it a point always to in- 
clude in his brief, Senate biogra- 
phy that he was edutated in the 
newspaper business as well as 
public and private schools. 
Glass bought the Lynchburg 
News in 1888 with $13,000 he bor- 
rowed. Five years later, he ac- 
quired the Lynchburg Virginian 
and the Advance, merging tk 
three papers into two enterprise 
publishing morning and evening 
newspapers. He remained publish- 
er until his death, despite his vig- 
orous public career which began 
in 1899 when he was elected to 
the Virginia state legislature.

Climax of Breach With F.D.R. 

The Glass-Roosevelt breach 
reached a climax at the 1940 Dem- 
ocratic convention in Chicago. 
Glass opposed a third term and 
nominated James A. Farley, also 
a third term foe, as President. 

But as the war continued, Glass 
not only vigorously supported the 
President's foreign policy but was 
in the forefront of the interven- 
tionist movement. 

During debate on the lend-lease 
bill, he said: “I’m neutral, I don’t 
care who whips Hitler.” 

One of his favorite phrases was 
“I disemboweled them” when re- 
ferring to what he had done to his 
opponents in a legislative battle. 

On one occasion, when debate 
in the Senate was impending, one 
of Glass’s colleagues urged him— 
“Give ’em hell, Carter!” 

“Why use dynamite when in- 
sect powder will serve as well?” 
Glass retorted. 

Senator Glass liked to refer to 
himself as “a relic of. Constitu- 
tional Government.” He was 
scarcely a modernist in other re- 
spects, either. About 16 years 
ago, he fought against installa- 
tion of dial telephones—‘“an in- 
fernal nuisance” —in the Senate 
office building. He contended air- 
mail “was a foolish fad.” 

He also is survived by a son by 
a previous marriage, Carter Jr., 
who served in the Army during 
the war. Another son, Powell, 
died last year.

His editorial, “A Plan for School 
Board Reform,” was published 
first March 21, 1944, and reprinted 
on the editorial page a year later, 
in “The Mirror of Public Opinion.”

“Certainly it is high time for 
the city to seek a real remedy for 
the prolonged bickering, political 
wire-pulling, favoritism, patron- 
age, waste, misuse of funds, back- 
stage conniving and general inef- 
ficiency that have plagued the 
system for years, all on such a 
scale that often the school’s busi- 
ness of educating 95,000 children 
has been forgotten.”

He ‘was born at Pleasanton, 
Kan., and was graduated from 
the University of Kansas School 
of Journalism.

HUNGER-STRIKING DRAFT LAW 
VIOLATORS ARE FORCIBLY FED 


SANDSTONE, Minn. May 28 
(AP)—Five inmates of the Sand- 
stone federal prison, serving terms 
on charges of draft law violation 
and on a hunger strike, were 
given forced feeding yesterday 
and today. 

On recommendations of the 
prison physician, tubes were in- 
serted in their mouths yesterday, 
sixteenth day of the fast, and 
liquid nourishment was adminis- 
tered.

Those sections of the proposed 
bill concerning taxicabs would 
eliminate the recent practice of 
some drivers of charging each of 
several passengers full fares to 
destinations in the same general 
vicinity.

District Attorney General Paul 
F. Bumpus, head of ‘the prosecu- 
tion staff, said he would seek new 
indictments if those now standing 
are quashed. 

Curious townspeople filed into 
the old courthouse early to get 
good seats for the trial that had 
stirred up nation-wide interest. 

A block from the courthouse is 
the Negro business district of 
Mink Slide. There, on the after- 
noon of Feb. 25, a Negro woman 
and her naval veteran son en- 
gaged in an argument with a 
white radio repairman, also a vet- 
eran, over a repair job. Allegedly, 
Gladys and James Stephenson, the 
Negroes, pushed repairman Wil- 
liam Fleming through a plate 
glass window. When arrested, 
they accused Fleming of slapping 
the woman. 

Later in the day a white crowd 
gathered but was dispersed. That 
night four Columbia policemen, 
patroling Mink Slide, were shot, 
and the incident flared into open 
warfare. 

Troopers Were Called. 

The state highway patrol rushed 
into the area, and 500 Tennessee 
state guardsmen were ordered to 
Columbia to preserve order. The 
next morning troopers marched 
into the Negro district, methodi- 
cally cleaning out the area. Three 
patrolmen, two other white men 
and three Negroes were wounded. 

Two days later two Negroes 
were killed by troopers at the 
county jail in an alleged escape 
attempt. 

More than 100 Negroes were ar- 
rested originally, but all except 31 
have been released. Four white 
persons also were indicted, but 
only two have been arrested and 
a motion to have their indictments 
nullified is pending. 


WHITE JURY CHOSEN TO TRY 
NEGRO IN KILLING OF GIRL 


COLUMBIA, Mo., May 28 (AP) 
—An all-white jury, chosen from 
a special 30-man panel which in- 
cluded one Negro, was selected 
early today to try Floyd Cochran, 
Negro, on a charge of murdering 
Miss Marylou Jenkins. 

Prosecuting Attorney George A. 
Spencer is asking for the death 
penalty for the killing of Miss 
Jenkins, whose body was found by 
her mother, Mrs. J. D. Jenkins, at 
the Jenkins home the morning of 
Feb. 6. 

Three Negroes were among the 
42 men questioned in selection of 
the panel of 30. Two were excused 
because they said they had opin- 
ions about the case. The third, 
William Wynn, a school principal, 
was eliminated by one of the at- 
torneys in cutting the panel to 12.

FILIPINO GUNNERS 


New President Pledges 
End to Lawlessness, 
Help for Needy, Close 
Ties With U. S. 


Dies on Downtown Street, 
William A. J. Wild, 4040 Miami 
street, collapsed and died yester- 
day when walking in the 600 block 
of Delmar boulevard.

MANILA, May 28 (AP)—Ringed 
by sub-machineguns against a re- 
ported assassination plot, Manuel 
A. Roxas today became President 


of the Philippines Commonwealth. 

No untoward incident marred 
the outdoor inauguration, staged 
on a sun-warmed rostrum from 
which the 54-year-old soldier-poli- 
ticilan pledged: 

A quick end to lawlessness now 
prevalent “in some few provinces”; 
speedy remedies for the economic 
ills of the needy, the jobless, and 
farm tenants; and close relations 
with the United States for the 
new republic, to be born July 4. 

Some 650,000 Filipinos cheered 
Roxas’s arrival at the inaugural 
scene, center of a metropolitan 
area still littered with the wreck- 
age of war, 

Retiring President Sergio Os- 
mena, who was expected to escort 
Roxas to the platform, did not ar- 
rive. There was no explanation 
of his absence. A United States 
Eighty-sixth Division honor guard 
escorted High Commissioner Paul 
V. McNutt to the rostrum a few 
minutes after Roxas’s arrival. The 
consular and diplomatic corps 
turned out en masse for the cere- 
mony. 

Roxas, beaming in a shining 
white sharkskin suit, shook hands 
eagerly with friends and relatives 
on the platform, then, as the 
crowd grew silent, squared his 
shoulders and stepped forward to 
be sworn in by Chief Justice Man- 
uel Moran. 

In his inaugural address, Roxas 
demanded the immediate surren- 
der of all unlicensed firearms to 
end lawlessness “without a mo- 
ment’s delay.” He said his admin- 
istration “will oppose with every 
force at its command ... extra- 
legal rule over any section, by 
any group of self-appointed lead- 
ers or individuals.”

CHICAGO, May 28—The Cardinals defeated the Chicago Cubs 
here this afternoon to square the series at one victory for each club. 


The score was 12 to 2. 


Dick Sisler hit his first major 
league home run—a drive over 
the right-field wall with the bases 
loaded—as the Redbirds staked 
themselves to an eight-run fifth 
inning, their largest of the season. 

Eleven batters went to the plate 
in the whopping rally in which the 
Cardinals got four hits and two 
walks, and the Cubs contributed 
two errors that made only two of 
the runs earned.

Senator Scott W. Lucas (Dem.),

Morse Urges Calmness.

“I 
know it is impolitic, with the hys- 
teria abroad in the country today, 
to stand against it, but to me it is 
more important, in this critical 
hour, to fight for the retention of 
fundamental American freedoms 
and rights.” 

Morse thought it a sad reflection 
on the state of our democracy that 
the House, last Saturday, enacted 
the bill with as little deliberation 
as it did. 

“The House yielded to this pub- 
lic hysteria which had been built 
up by newspapers and radio sta- 
tions for days and days,” he said. 
Lucas said his mail, some 7500 
telegrams, letters and cards de- 
manding action to end the rail 
strike, showed that the country 
had been alarmed about the situ- 
ation as never before in his ex- 
perience. i« 

“The draft section of the bill is 
novel and drastic,” he said, “but 
these are novel and drastic times.

Plebiscite Proposed. 


The agency said the Siamese 
proposed a temporary return of 
the disputed regions, with a pleb- 
iscite to determine their ultimate 
disposition. The French declined 
this, the agency said, and the 
Siamese emissaries returned to 
Bangkok. 


In Bangkok, the Siamese Gov-

HE Times of London said today that Soviet Foreign Minister 
Vyacheslav M, Holotov was right in opposing the suggestion that 
the whole peace-making problem be referred to the United Nations 


General Assembly and suggested that the uncompromising attitudes 
among the Big Three might end in an “unbreakable deadlock.” 


The U.N. Assembly, the Times 
said in commenting editorially on 
Molotov’s review yesterday of the 
recent Big Four foreign ministers’ 
conference in Paris, “clearly is 
not designed for the arduous and 
delicate work of peace-making.” 

Referring to United States Sec- 
retary of State Byrnes’s “criticiz- 
ing” the Soviet bloc in eastern 
Europe and Molotov’s retort de- 
nouncing “the supposed Anglo- 
American bloc,” the Times said: 
“It would appear on all sides that 
events are moving, with a force 
which is likely to become irresist- 
ible unless quickly stayed, towards 
a consummation which all depre- 
cate,” 

The Times added, however, it 
did not suggest that the final 
deadlock “has already been 
reached.” 


Soviet Statement Challenged. 


Other British newspapers chal- 
lenged Molotov’s statements while 
welcoming his outspokenness. 

The independent London Daily 
Mail declared, under the heading 
“Reality at Last,” Molotov had 
“widened the tragic breach divid- 
ing Russia from her former al- 
lies.” 


“When he spoke of ‘imperialist 
domination’ and ‘certain powers 
attempting to impose their will 
on the rest’ he must have done 
so with tongue in cheek,” the 
Mail said. Calling Russia’s atti- 
tude “intransigeant,” it asserted, 
“this is the showdown and Byrnes 
is facing it realistically.” 

The Conservative Yorkshire Post 
called Molotov’s statement the 
“explosion of a diplomatic Molo- 
tov cocktail” and said the “bitter- 
ness of Molotov’s attack on Brit- 
ain and the United States will 
give a shock to world opinion.”

Tall, slightly stooped and soft 
spoken, Strachey is popular among 
the leftwing sections of the La- 
bor party. He has written a series 
of books condemning the capital- 
ist system. 


Strachey’s two arrests in the 
United States caused a furore over 
the rights of free speech. Both 
times he was freed on bail, and 
eventually returned to London 
without being convicted.

Why Not TryTruth-Telling? 

Maybe Mr. Molotov’s statement, published in 
Pravda, was just what he thought he ought to 
say for home consumption, but from a distance 
it sounds like a disputatious, sarcastic and 
forced effort to justify everything Soviet Russia 
did or did not do at the recent Paris confer- 
ence. As an answer to Secretary Byrnes’s report, 
it won't go down. 

Mr, Molotov’s thesis was that a British-Amer- 
ican bloc at Paris had staged a diplomatic of- 
fensive against Soviet Russia, and he threw in 
the additional charge that British-American cap- 
ital was attempting to “subdue” war-weakened 
nations. There is some basis for both charges 
but it is our impression that Molotov labored 
them too hard. 

In our opinion, there has been too close an 
intimacy between British and American foreign 
policy, even though it be freely granted that the 


.interests of both nations, at many points, nat- 


urally and inevitably run along similar lines. 
At many other points they do not, and the fault 
of our policy-makers is that they haven’t made 


.. this clear. : 


; At Paris, Molotov was against almost every- 
thing proposed, not by the British and ourselves, 
but by Mr. Byrnes. He was, in our native idiom, 
“agin.” And Molotov’s justification of the in- 
transigent attitude isn’t convincing. 

In the matter of Italian reparations, for ex- 
ample, the Russians want $100,000,000, but 
Byrnes said “no,” because it would be like 
squeezing blood out of a turnip. And about the 
only blood left in the Italian turnip is what 
the United States is transfusing in the way of 
relief and welfare funds. The United States and 
Britain were willing to turn over certain units of 
the Italian fleet—captured by us—to Soviet Rus- 
sia, but the latter, while perfectly willing to 


take the ships, was not willing to deduct their. 


value as reparations. 

To go down the list of Molotov’s complaints, 
however, would be wearisome, indeed. He has 
got a right to ask what we are doing in Iceland, 
what Great Britain and ourselves are doing in 
the Middle East, why we want all those bases 
in the Pacific, and so on, and we ought to tell 
him. By the same token, we have a right to 
wonder what Russia is doing in the Middle East, 
Manchuria and elsewhere. 

As a matter of fact, why don’t Soviet Russia, 
Britain and the United States do just that? If, 
for example, all would admit that they are not 
so much interested in the ethnic considerations 
concerning Trieste, but are interested in that 
great port because of its command of the Adri- 
atic, they would be coming down to cases and 
a basis would be laid for truth-telling in other 
matters and the good that comes out of just 
sheer truth-telling. 


A terrible thing happened yesterday to the 
earnest women of St. Louls who belong to the 
League of Women Voters and who, in season 
and out, have belabored the lawmakers to let 
the sisters serve on juries. The lawmakers 
finally agreed. 

So what happened? Yesterday 400 gals were 
called for jury service and, when they were told 
the law did not compel them to serve, 200 or 
more walked out. What are Tess Loeb, Edna 
Gellhorn and Terry Fischer going to do about 
this disorderly rout of their sex from the 
hallowed call of civic duty? 
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What Kind of Committee? 


Congressman Howard W. Smith, who was ac- 
curately included in the gallery of Dixie dema- 
gogues in this newspaper Sunday, hurried to 
introduce the resolution setting up a joint com- 
mittee for permanent labor legislation, Thus 
he may hope to profit by the tradition which 
generally makes the sponsor of an inquiry its 
chairman. 

Given a free hand, Smith and his kind would 
produce legislation which President Truman 
would probably have to veto. It is important, 
then, that the committee include members whose 
views counterbalance the labor-baiters. For 
example and in particular, it should by all means 
include Senator Wayne Morse, who is as deter- 
mined to avoid haste and extremeness as Smith 
is to embrace them, 

There may, to be sure, be some disposition 
to leave Morse out. He was out of key with his 
own party in voting against the Senate version 
of the Case bill. He has quit the Labor Com- 
mittee because the emergency labor legislation 
was referred to another committee. In both 
instances, however, he had highly respectable 
reasons. And in any event, no one exceeds 
him as a labor scholar and no other member of 
Congress approaches his practical experience in 
labor administration. 

Rather than “stack” the committee with any 
bias, the presiding officers should appoint ap- 
proximately equal numbers of deep-dyed con- 
servatives, liberals and “neutrals.” The first 
would be a constant reminder that the law of 
the land must indeed be adequately improved; 
the second would expose any excesses and fal- 
lacies in their proposals. Holding the balance 
of power, the middle-roaders might then hope 
to avoid both extremes in formulating the com- 
mittee report. 

Unless there is some such balance in the 
committee, one may well fear that its time and 
effort will be wasted. 
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No Exoneration for McNear 

Four railroad guards who shot and killed two 
striking pickets at Gridley, Ill., have been ac- 
quitted of manslaughter, but this does not ex- 
onerate Georgé P. McNear Jr., who hired them. 

As Sheriff Earl Richards of McLean County 
said, the boss of the Toledo, Peoria & Western 
Railroad “had no business hiring such irrespon- 
sible kids and giving them all those guns, Any- 
one with any sense should have known some- 
thing like this would happen.” 

McNear’s sense is, however, chiefly a sense of 
self-importance. As if he were a nineteenth cen- 
tury tycoon, he tells his employes where to get 
off, no matter what the consequences to him, to 
them and to everybody else. And the conse- 
quences have been three strikes, one in wartime, 
with violence on occasion. 

The present strike has lasted eight months, 
ever since McNear tried arbitrarily to reduce 
the working conditions of his workers. Mean- 
time, shippers dependent on the T.P.&W. have 
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suffered a heavy loss. One grain elevator alone 
lost $7850 in the first few months. As a result, 
14 shippers are suing to force the railroad to 
resume operation under receivership. 

However, McNear sits it out comfortably in 
his Peoria mansion, like a shotgun shogun. In- 
stead of running a transportation service, he has 
switched his shortline on a sidetrack of blood- 
shed and disruption of commerce. 
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The Report on Army Caste 
Secretary of War Patterson now has in his 
hands a report which could wither away social 
distinctions and other posies of borrowed aris- 
tocratic tradition in the United States Army. 


Whether his special board’s report will help : 


do that is strictly up to Mr. Patterson. 

Call it “caste system” or not, the Army’s pres- 
ent structure often harks back, as the board says, 
to the feudal systems of Prussia and Britain. 
This edifice of arbitrary impositions is supposed 
to strengthen discipline. Instead, as the restless- 
ness of our soldiers proves, it embitters morale 
and slackens efficiency. 

Each recommendation of Mr. Patterson's board 
could do more to aid discipline than 10 dozen 
officers’ clubs. The report begins with specific 
suggestions as to equalizing food, clothing, leave 
and retirement provisions between officers and 
men. It suggests bringing pay up to generous 
standards. Who can argue that a better life 
for soldiers, and better careers, will weaken 
the Army? 

The report also strikes at that indefinite but 
recognized ailment of poor leadership. Surely 
leadership would be improved if men served 
longer in the ranks before being dubbed with 
golden bars, and were then promoted for merit 
instead of seniority. Likewise, leadership would 
be kept on its mettle if justice were done on 
the principle of high punishment for crimes of 


; high responsibility. The practice of the other 


way ‘round has been a criminal injustice of 
courts-martial. : 

But the fundamental advice of the board is 
to seek “a new philosophy in the military order,” 
because the present order “does not permit full 
recognition of the dignity of man.” That means, 
beyond a doubt, abolishing the names, ideas and 
rules that make an officer a gentleman, and an 
enlisted man something less than that. 

So the board flatly proposes to eliminate the 
terms “offi¢er” and “enlisted man,” and to end 
saluting off posts. If this makes old troopers 
shiver, then the Army must admit that it does 
not fight wars with old troopers, but with citi- 
zen-soldiers, both officers and men, and both 
have given ample evidence of resentment of the 
undemocratic idiosyncrasies of the old army. 

Since the board that made this report included 
Lt. Gen. James H. Doolittle, three former offi- 
cers and two enlisted men, it cannot be accused 
of unfairness to the commissioned ranks, Since 
it was appointed by Secretary Patterson to do 
just what it did, in a reasoned and fair way, it 
cannot be ignored by him. The War Depart- 
ment is faced with the alternatives of a military 
force riddled by feudal conceptions, or an Army 
in which democracy and discipline can march 
together. 
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Time for the Toledo Plan 


What is Mayor Kaufmann doing in these for- 
bidding times of industrial violence to give St. 
Louis a measure of self-protection? 

On March 22, the Mayor told the press that he 
was studying the Toledo plan for industrial 
peace, and that he would comment on it after 
he had time to give it “thorough study.” Two 
months have passed—months that bear evidence 
on a national scale of what could happen to a 
single city’ through a single strike. Isn’t that 
time enough for thorough study? 

Even the briefest study would show that in 
Toledo, this plan for management-labor-public 
mediation has worked to prevent local strikes. 
It operates as a part of city: government, and 
most important, it operates before the strike oc- 
curs. The plan applies the spirit of conciliation 
to a dispute before it explodes against the whole 
city. 

The Toledo plan is the easiest purchase of 
protection for a community. Without such a 
setup, certainly, a community may find itself 
helpless. Now that economic strife menaces the 
entire nation, St. Louis should take out insurance 
against. damaging local disputes, as Toledo has 
done. 

What does the Mayor propose to do about it? 
What has he done? Isn't this time for comment?

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Mr. Whitney’s Millions 

The vow of Alexander F. Whitney to spend all 
his Trainmen’s $47,000,000 of union assets, if 
need be, to defeat Harry Truman in °'48, is big 
talk and it raises some interesting questions, 

It is enough money to make one wonder how 
workers whom Mr. Whitney had so recently ex- 
plained were hard up could possibly form so rich 
an organization. Some spoil-sport trainmen are 
saying, too, that $47,000,000 is a good deal to 
spend on balm for any leader's cheeks. 

One wonders how he could possibly ladle out 
so much money. The law would let him con- 
tribute not 1 cent of it to the Democrats or 
Republicans. He could probably spend no more 
than a statutory $3,000,000 if he formed his 
own political action committee. It appears, then, 
that Mr. Whitney would have to scratch around 
and find ways to use at least $44,000,000 on his 
own hook. But, as any multimillionaire philan- 
thropist could testify, it is slow, hard, exacting 
work to spend so many millions to the desired 
effect. 

Just for the sake of argument, however, let’s 
assume that all these difficulties dissolve in the 
heat of Mr. Whitney’s ardor. Let’s assume further 
that his millions do actually talk Mr. Truman 
right out of office.

(7) Reliance on _ collective security, 
through the UN, to keep peace and build 
an order in which every land will enjoy 
real social, economic and political freedom. 


(8) Racial and religious tolerance. 


Those tired liberals who have been nuz- 
zling up to Communists will say: The Com- 
munists favor all these things. Yes, they 
do—until they get control. Communists 
like free speech in America. It allows them 
to propagandize. But they ban it in Rus- 
sia, Yugoslavia, in all other countries in 
which they gain power.

Obstacles to 1919 Peace 
Resemble Those of Today 


“Suitors and Suppliants,’”’ by Stephen Bonsal. (Pren- 
tice-Hall, New York.) 

The Big Four at Paris are deadlocked 
over the European peace settlement. The 
problem posed by Russia is “unsettled and 
certainly unsolved.” British spokesmen ex- 
press fear of Soviet power and urge con- 
struction of bulwarks against ft. Plans for 
control of Germany are disputed. France 
demands Rhineland controls as a guaran- 
tee of security. Yugoslav territorial claims 
cause controversy. Jews call for the open- 
ing of Palestine, and Arabs threaten trou- 
ble if the plea is granted. The rapid with- 
drawal of American forces from Europe 
creates alarm. Disillusionment begins to 
displace hope that the new security system 
can insure world peace. 

These developments, part of the record 
today, were also part of the record of 1919, 
as chronicled by Col. Bonsal, foreign cor- 
respondent, soldier and diplomat, in his 
diary of the peace conference that followed 
World War I. As aide to Col. House, Bon- 
sal had a ringside seat, and his observa- 
tions form a document of historic impor- 
tance. The first installment of his diary, 
entitled “Unfinished Business,” was pub- 
lished in 1944,-and last year received the 
Pulitzer Prize for history. 

. « . 


The present book deals particularly with 
the small nations whose envoys pleaded at 
Paris for independence and territory. His- 
torically important though Bonsal’s dis- 
closures are, their great value is in the 
dismaying resemblance to the events of to- 
day, a resemblance which constitutes »« 
warning to the peacemakers of 1946. 

Col. Bonsal met the Czechs and Slovaks, 
the Armenians, Poles, Koreans, Danes, 
Greeks, Romanians, Bulgars and many oth- 
er “suitors and suppliants” who appeared 

‘to plead their causes. He listened patient- 
ly to their historic claims, dating back 2000 
years in some cases, did what he could to 
help them all and expressed regret when 
big-power politics or duplicating demands 
made fulfillment impossible, 

. + + 


Each suppliant could cite promises by 
the Allies, but such pledges were often 
nullified in deals to achieve agreement 
among the Big Four. The small nations, 
so frequently the occasion and the battle- 
ground for big wars, were often frustrated, 
and the eloquent words of Wilson—“There 
shall be no more bartering of peoples and 
provinces as mere chattels and pawns in 
a game”"—were largely nullified by the 
demands of compromise and power politics, 

Col. Bonsal is a keen observer and a bril- 
liant writer, even in the pages of a diary 
kept through days of tension. Arthur Krock 
in a foreword appraises him as “the ablest 
and best-informed foreign correspondent in 
the history of the American press.” His 
testimony in this volume gives shocking 
proof that a wholesale change in the meth- 
ods of diplomacy is required before the 
peace ideals of Wilson and of Roosevelt

Odd Introduction by F.D.R. 


“The True Woodrow Wilson,” by Harold Garnet 

Biack, (Fleming H. Revell Co., New York.) 

It would be interesting to learn how 
Franklim D. Roosevelt came to write the 
introduction to this unimpressive biography 
of Wilson. The foreword is cagily phrased, 
more a short essay on the World War I 
President than anything else, with only a 
bare mention of the book itself, and that 
in guarded terms. The author presents the 
main facts about Wilsdn, but no new in- 
terpretation, and the writing is uninspired. 
The book is thus of interest chiefly as a 
sort. of literary curiosity because of that 
mysterious introduction. 
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The Right to Strike Must Be Qualified 


R. JOHNSTON of the Locomotive Engineers and Mr. Whitney 

of the Trainmen had the legal right, and as chiefs of the two 

most important operating unions they had the power, to stop 
the railroads of the United States. They had the right to refuse 
abritration. They had the legal right to strike no matter what the 
inconvenience to their fellow-citizens, no matter what the suffering 
which the strike may cause here and throughout the world, 


They had the legal right to do 
all this. But they did not have 
the moral right to do it. Having 
done it, nevertheless, they have 
proved that the law under which 
they have acted is antiquated and 
must be revised. The right to 
strike in an essential public serv- 
ice can never again be defended 
as one of the essential rights of 
man. The time has come when 
this right must be qualified and 
regulated by a formal and solemn 
act of Congress. 


The Act’s Real Meaning. 


The law as it stands today rec- 
Ognizes the right to call a railroad 
strike but it assumes that this 
right will not in fact be exercised. 
That is the real meaning of the 
national Railway Labor Act. 

Under the letter of the law the 
right to strike remains. But the 
apirit of the law is an under- 
standing, developed in the course 
of a generation, that to stop rail- 
road transportation is an intoler- 
able and unnecessary injury to 
the people and to the national 
interest. 


This understanding is in essence 
a body of customary law which 
has amended the right to strike 
on railroads. When this under- 
standing is violated, as it has been 
now, the letter of the law has to 
be amended in order to conform 
to the spirit. The statutes have to 
be made consistent with the cus- 
tomary law. 

If Congress revises the right to 
strike, it will—as regards the rail- 
roads—be making the statutory 
law register what the American 
people, including the _ railroad 
unions, have by long practice ac- 
cepted as the law which should 
really govern. 


Like the House of Lords. 


The right to strike and paralyze 
the railroads has been for a gen- 
eration like the former right of 
the House of Lords to reject leg- 
islation passed by the House of 
Commons. When the House of 
Lords exercised that right in a 
matter of vital importance, the 
— people proceeded to amend 


The House of Lords lost certain 
ef its ancient prerogatives when 
it presumed to exercise them. The 
prerogatives could stand unim- 
paired in theory only if they were 
not used when it really mattered. 
So it is with the ancient and long 
obsolete prerogative than men op- 
erating the railroads may stop all 
railroad traffic.

It will be said, of course, that if 
Congress outlaws railroad strikes 
and institutes compulsory arbitra- 
tion, it will have re-established 
slavery. This is a false argument. 
There is not a shred of truth in 
the argument that railway men 
will be slaves if they must settle 
their demands before duly consti- 
tuted tribunals, 

A slave is a person who is not 
Men 
would continue to have entire 
freedom to decide whether they 
would work on the railroads and 
to resign their jobs freely if they 
wished. 

But if they freely chose to work 
on the railroads, they would not 
have the right to stop the rail- 
roads, For the railroads do not 
belong to them. They do not, in 
the last analysis, belong to the 
stockholders. They belong to the 
nation which has in its sovereign 
right granted the franchises. 

The private companies and the 
private unions are entrusted with 
the operation of railway transpor- 
tation, it being the view of the 
American people that private 
ownership and operation shall be 
the chosen instrument of the pub- 
lic interest. 


Would It Be Expedient? 


Whoever buys a railway share 
or accepts a job does so subject 
to the overriding condition that 
railways are a public monopoly, 
privately operated, in which the 
public interest is paramount. — 

Nobody has to work on the 
railroads and nobody has @o in- 
vest in the railroads. Whoever 
does work or invest has freely 
accepted this sovereign condition, 
and has no grievance if the peo- 
ple insist on enforcing it. 

The only real question is whether 


pedient for Congress to outlaw 
railway strikes and institute com- 
pulsory arbitration. It can be 
argued that to meet the issue 
frontally would intensify the labor 
struggle, and that in the Senate it 
might provoke a filibuster which 
would paralyze the whole Govern- 
ment. This is a question which 
must be decided by men who 
know best the temper of Con- 
gress, of the people, and of the 
unions. I would not pretend to 
answer it. 

But however the question of 
expediency is answered now, it is 
indisputable, I think, that we 
must henceforth refuse to regard 
the right to strike as universal 
and absolute, and as one of the 
inalienable rights of man.

PAINTING BY HOMER 


Canvas, Obtained for $25,000, 
Depicts Country School of 
75 Years Ago.

“The Country School,” by the 
American painter Winslow Ho- 
mer, considered the best canvas 
of his early period, has been ac- 
quired by the City Art Museum, 
it was announced today. The 
painting, which the museum 
terms its most important single 
American canvas, is displayed in 
the Recent Accessions Gallery. 

Purchased from a New York art 
dealer for $25,000, the painting 
depicts the interior of a New Eng- 
land: one-room country school. It 
was painted in 1871. 

A teacher standing behind her 
trestle desk is the central figure 
of the composition. In front of 
her are barefoot boys and girls, 
sitting on benches on opposite 
sides of the room, One boy, who 
is crying, is sitting on the girls’ 
side for punishment, 

The painting, which has a nos- 
talgic effect in its soft colors sug- 
gesting a spring day, has pre- 
viously been in several private 
collections. It has been exhibited 
in various museums in the United 
States and France. 

Homer, who was born in Boston 
in 1836 and died in 1910, primarily 
painted seascapes during his later 
years. He was an artist-corre- 
spondent for Harper’s Weekly 
during the Civil War and later 
studied in England. .

Army Board Finds Conditions 
Good on Vessel Where 
Babies Died. 


NEW YORK, May 28 (AP)—An 


= |Army board of inquiry today ab- 
m | solved the medical staff of the 
=iship Zebulon B. Vance of “negli- 


gence or misconduct” in connec- 
tion with the deaths of eight 
G.I. babies who died soon after 
the ship’s arrival here May 19 


from Le Havre, 


The number of infant deaths - 
in the last week rose to 10 when 
a baby on the transport John 
Ericcson, due here Thursday from 
died, apparently 
from suffocation. The vessel re- 


>| ported three other infants seri- 


ously ill. 

Forty-six babies from various 
ships now are being treated at 
Fort Hamilton hospital. 

Mothers of the children from 
the Vance had complained. of in- 
sanitary conditions and of “indif- 
ference” on the part of its medi- 
cal staff. 

Medical Staff Praised. 

The inquiry board, in its pre- 
sete report, said its investi- 
gation indicated the Vance’s medi- 
cal staff “performed their duties 
in a conscientious and entirely 
satisfactory manner,” and that 
the ship’s hospital area, diet 
kitchen and formula kitchen were 
“scrupulously clean and well po- 
liced,.” 

Food and formulae for the in- 
fants were prepared “according 
to modern sanitary technique,” 
the report said, 

Col. Howard J. Hutter, port of 
embarkation surgeon, said in a 
statement accompanying the re- 
port that several of the mothers 
told the board their children’s 
diarrhea began before they 
boarded the Vance at Le Havre. 

Infants’ Background, 

He said the “background of 
these infants reflects years of 
starvation and deprivation in war- 
torn Europe. A great many of 
the infants are badly fed, under- 
nourished and a ready prey along 
with the onset of summer to any 
type symptoms.” 

“That the mother® were wun- 
familiar with modern techniques 
as applied to the feeding of in- 
fants was apparent since numer- 
ous unauthorized dispehsers and 
pacifiers were rémoved from 
them and their use forbidden,” 
the board report said, adding: 

“They did not always accept 
the advice and a break in the 
technique occurred which in all 
likelihood contributed to the 
spread of the infection.”

Board Objects to Authority 
to Take Over Industry to 
Avert Stoppage. 


The board of directors of the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
has expressed disapproval of a 
strike control bill before the State 
Senate, it was announced today. 

The measure was criticized by 
the board because “it would au- 
thorize the state to take over and 


operate private industry In order 
to avoid work stoppage.” 

Other bills disapproved by the 
board include House Bill 681, 
which would repeal the statute 
governing the filing of mortgages 
creating a lien on real estate in 
St. Louis; and Senate Bill 419, 
extending authority of non-profit 
co-operative organizations and 
permitting them to file for a per- 
petual charter. 

Bills approved by the board were 
Senate Bill 422, providing the su- 
perintendent of instruction in the 
St. Louis public schools may {be 
removed by a two-thirds vote\ of 
the Board of Education; and\a 
Senate joint and concurrent reso- 
lution which would submit to vot- 
ers in next November’s election a 
proposed constitutional amend-

ARREST OF STRIKING SEAMEN 
DRAWS PROTEST IN CANADA 


OTTAWA, May 28 (AP)—Labor 


leaders protested today against 
the arrest of 45 seamen in con- 
nection with the Great Lakes ship- 
ping strike and termed the action 
a “disgrace to the administration 
of justice.” 

Thirty of the 45 were taken from 
picket lines at Thorold, Ont., 
where they had walked off the 
Canadian Steamship Lines pas- 
senger vessel Noronic. Fifteen 
others were arrested at Montreal 
and Kingston, The sailors were 
charged with violating the ship- 


ping act of 1934 by absenting 
themselves from their ship with- 
out leave. 

J. A. Sullivan .of the Canadian 
Seamen’s Union, which called the 
strike to back up demands for an

Byrnes and Mr. Bevin thought 
they still had up their sleeves.” 

The independent Conservative 
Daily Telegraph said Molotov’s 
statement “augurs ill for the suc- 
cess of a resumed meeting of for- 
eign secretaries in three weeks 
time. ” It added: “If there is any, 
change to be detected from the 
tone of the Russian’s pronounce- 
ments ... it is only in substi- 
tution of the United States for 
Britain as the chief target of crit- 
icism. But that is not a hopeful 
change.” 

“Molotov’s statement breathes 
almost in every sentence that 
suspicion of others and that self- 
righteousness which have so far 
blocked all real progress toward 
peace.” 

The Conservative Daily Sketch 
commented: “The dialectical tac- 
tic of charging other people with 
offenses committed by onself is 
still apparently in fashion. Not 
one of these accusations which 
Molotov so amiably brings against 
‘certain’ unnamed but clearly in- 
dicated powers but could not fit- 
tingly and justly be brought against 
the power he himself represents.”

Byrnes cited the need of an “of- 
fensive for peace” and said the 
United States had started such an 
“offensive” at Paris. Molotov said 
the “so-called offensive for peace 
... is sometimes merely expressed 
in a desire to impose the will of 
the two governments (U.S. and 
Britain) on the government of a 
third state.” 

Byrnes, with Soviet tactics in 
eastern Europe obviously in mind, 
said it is difficult to know when 
the action of a nation could be 
“ascribed to its quest for security 
or to its desire to expand.” Molo- 
tov acknowledged that it is diffi- 
cult to draw a line between the 
desire for security and the desire 
for expansion,” but said the hope 
of the United States for bases in 
Iceland is not dictated by security. 

Officials expressed belief that 
the Molotov statement does not 
necessarily constitute a bad omen 
for resumption of the foreign min- 
isters’ meeting in Paris June 15. 
They said Molotov had only re- 
affirmed Russia's position on sev- 
eral major issues in the usual 
blunt Soviet manner. They noted 
that it would be unusual for any 
of the four ministers to talk of 


concessions or compromises this 
far in advance.

It is therefore a fA cartoon, for the misrepresentation in it 
stands between the American people and their understanding of what 
is actually going on in the world today. 


4 There Is No Misunderstanding 


“Misunderstanding?” Maybe six months ago Secretary of State 
Byrnes was a little confused about the world situation in general and 
the Russians in particular, but he would probably laugh grimly at this 


cartoon today. He would probably say that he has come to understand - 


the Russians only too well. Bevin and Bidault would also laugh grimly 
at this cartoon. And the man who would laugh the most grimly is Molo- 
tov, or any topside Russian. 

Byrnes, Bevin, Bidault, Molotov—what is it that they, understand? 
They understand each other. Therefore they also understand that they 
are all parties to an intense} implacable conflict going on not only 


around.their conference table but in all parts of the world today, They . 


know they are in a terrific fight, and they all know that each of them 
knows it.

How then could the New York Times, the foremost U.S. news- 
‘paper, indulge in such nonsense? That i is easy, and easy to excuse. 
The cartoon expresses an American mood which has dominated the 
great; gnsible majority of U.S. newspapers and magazines and is still 
the easiest mood for any good-natured American to fall into. 


We just don’t want to believe that we cannot reach a fair, decent 
‘agreement. with the Russians which will really end the war and 
usher in a nice, long peace, “If the Russians are difficult, let us be 
patient; it must be our fault or Britain’s, So we tell. ourselves, 


/ The New York Times has on the whole been very-conscientious in 


(reporting bad news about Russia, yet it can relapse into this natural 
optimism. LIFE, too, has tried to present the facts as we saw them; 
but in an editorial on this page when the Paris conference began, we 
optimistically hoped that the foreign ministers would agree. 


They did not agree. And it is now time to state our bald conviction 
that they never will agree. The notion that the Western powers and 
Russia can iron out their differences around a table and that peace 
will thereafter spread:normally and automatically through the tired 
tissues of the nations—that notion is a falsehood and a delusion. 
There is neither real peace nor the prospect of it. It is time to face the 
truth. 


“‘World War IIl”’ 


What truth? That war between-Russla and the West is inevitable? 
Certainly not. No war is inevitable, and there are: many ways in which

“World War III” can be avoided. What truth then? Simply that a 
political and diplomatic conflict is already going on between Russia 
and the Western powers in all parts of the world. 


The American people have probably been ahead of their press and 
their politieal leaders in recognizing this fact. The Fortune and Gallup 
polls. have, since V-E Day, registered a marked increase in popular 
skepticism about the intentions of Soviet Russia. 


Yet the American people are not nearly so vividly aware of the 
reality of the actual conflict as are those more directly concerned, 
notably the Europeans. 


There is comparatively little talk in Europe today about World War 
Ill, partly because the Europeans are too weak and hungry to fight it, 
but also because they are already in it. No European today enjoys the 
luxury of speculation about Russia. If he is not already on the Russian 


side (via a Communist party), he is either frankly anti-Russian, looks, 


ing for a hiding place or waiting opportunistically to see whether the 
non-Russian side will offer him any hope. 


It t» also. never to be forgotten that the vast majority of Europeans 
are anything but Communists, as evidenced by every election in 
Europe since V-E Day that could be remotely described as free.’ 


The No. 1 diplomatic problem of Europe today is Germany, as 
Walter Lippmann pointed out on his recent return from there. At 
Paris Jimmy Byrnes made a sincere and constructive proposal for 
a 25-year Big Four treaty to keep Germany disarmed, hoping this 
would allay Russian ‘‘fears.’’ He got nowhere with Molotov. 


“Yet our present occupation policies, dictated by the obsolete Pots- 
dam agreement, simply cannot go on. The U.S. has got to decide 
what we mean to do with Germany beside starve and destroy it. The 
Russians, by unilateral and very Russian methods, are making a 
going concern of their zone; we must take at least as much responsi- 
bility for ours. 


To bring our zone of Germany back to life, it has been hinted that 
we may now try to merge it with the British and French zones. A few 
weeks ago this might have been condemned as playing an overtly

What About “Ain’t”? 

AM in despair over my faflure 

to stamp out “ain't” among my 

English students. ill you please 
Colby-ize the word? Perhaps 
they'll take your word for it. 

—Mrs. T. M. 

Answer: Letters like yours, Mrs, 
T. M., come in almost every mail. 
Let’s see what we can do about 
the pesky and persistent word 
“ain't.” 

First of all, “ain't” is a corrup- 
tion of the obsolete contraction 
“a’n’t” for “am not.” “A’n’t” was 
pronounced “ahnt” or “ant.” For 
some reason now unknown, “a’n’t” 
disappeared, having been super- 
seded by the form “ain't,” a non- 
sensical contraction, since there is 
no such phrase as “ai not.” 

“Ain’t for “am not” is bad 
enough in any event—the diction- 
aries stigmatize ‘t as “dialectal” or 
“illiterate.” But “ain’t” approaches 
the barbarous when it is used for 
“are not, is not, has not,” and 
“have not” as: “I ain’t going; he 
ain’t going; you ain’t going; he 
ain’t gone; they ain’t gone.” 

“Ain't,” in careless speech, has 
become a monstrous word-of-ali- 
work that is as meaningless as it 
is erroneous. 

Equally erroneous, and quite as 
hard to stamp out, is the contrac- 
tion “aren’t” when used with the 
pronouns I, he, she, and it. 

“Aren't I?” is a British collo- 
quialism introduced into this coun- 
try by American writers who fatu- 
ously believed that “I am, aren’t 
a is veddy, veddy social regis- 

rT, 
It is always as hard to put down 
error as it is to elevate truth. 
“Aren't I?” continues to smirk at 
us from stories and novels written 
in “society” English. And writers 
of radio plays and movie scenarios 
had as soon be caught in public 
in their underclothes as to turn 
out a single opus without a liberal 
use of “Aren’t I?” and “Don’t 
feel badly about it.” 

This final word to Mrs. T. M.’s 
English class: Better avoid “ain't,” 
or I'll sick my horrendous old as- 
sistant, Dr. Etaoin Shrdlu, on you. 
Then you'll wish you had paid at- 
tention to teacher.

NEW YORK, Monday. 


OW that the strain of the rail- 
road strike is over, we are able 
to set back and appraise the 
attitudes of the principal players 
in these dramatic events. 


The President, fully conscious 
of the fact that any action against 
organized labor would bring re- 
sentment, nevertheless acted in 
the interests of the public as a 
whole. In so doing, and in do- 
ing it solemnly and seriously, he 
showed his real mettle and won 
respect and confidence. Even the 
strikers, when they think it over, 
will realize that he was acting in 
their interests as well as those of 
the rest of the people. 

However, the seriousness of the 
situation led the President to take 
one step which I hope both he and 
Congress, in thinking it over, will 
not carry through, In time of war, 
it seems to me, men both in man- 
agement and in industry should 
be liable to a draft wherever they 
can be of use. In time of peace, 
the use of this weapon against 
strikes does interfere with men’s 
fundamental liberty to work or 
not to work, 
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YOU CAN SAY, I believe quite 
rightly, that if men refuse to work 
under certain circumstances, they 
may not be able to return to that 
specific job or they may lose priv- 
ileges which went with a certain 
job. But I do not think that you 
can actually bar them from exer- 
cising their fundamental rights, 
and I hope very much that, in the 
strike bill finally passed, an 
amendment will be made barring 
the draft provision in peacetime. 

There is also one obligation, I 
think, which is upon the Govern- 
ment and the public as regards 
employes in dny industry where, 
for the. public good, a _ strike 
should not occur if it is possible 
to avoid it. This obligation is to 
gee that conditions in that indus- 
try are promptly investigated as 
soon as any complaint is. made; 
that the facts are made known 
and any injustices rectified. 


The men in the railroad indus- 


try should not be forced, in spite 
of their raise in pay, to continue 
working under conditions which 
are unfavorable not only to them 
but to the public as a whole. Men 
working over-long hours, or in 
crews that are too small to do 
their job properly, endanger the 
safety of the public and cannot be 
expected to fulfill 
ments made upon them in the way 
of interest and helpfulness. 
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THE PRESIDENT, I am sure, 
will feel it an obligation to see 
that collective bargaining is be- 
gun immediately and that all pos- 
sible pressure is brought on rail- 
road management to remedy in- 
justices in working conditions. 


On the other hand, one hopes 
that A. F. Whitney’s outburst, 
which may have been natural in 
the first disappointment of defeat, 
will be rescinded by himself and 
the rank-and-file members of his 
union as soon as possible. The 
American public likes courage, 
decision and fair play, but they 
will not like this threat to use 
a labor treasury in a political 
manner any more than, years ago, 
they liked the threats of big busi- 
ness, which were fairly similar 
in tone ahd in pbjectives, 


Organized labor has gained 
strength—-as it should, because it 
has to cope with organized busi- 
ness. But organized business lost 
popular support because it lacked 
responsibility, and organized labor 
must remember that it is only 
one part of the public, not the 
whole nation.
